I  feel  the  new  quarters  have  given  quite  a  boost  to  the  hobby  of  coin 
collecting. 

They  have  received  a  lot  of  interest  in  the  hobby  and  many  new 
young  collectors  are  now  becoming  interested  in  coin  collecting. 
There  is  so  much  interest  that  the  new  quarter  books  were  hard  to 
find  for  quite  a  while. 

By  modern  standards  750  million  coins  are  a  rather  large  number  to 
be  minted.  Approximately  half  of  these  are  from  each  mint.  This  is 
less  then  2  coins  per  capita  for  each  mint. 

The  Delaware  coins  were  minted  first  and  rarely  do  we  find  one  of 
these  in  circulation  anymore. 

As  of  this  writing  4  states  have  been  released  Delaware, 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  Georgia.  The  Connecticut  coin 
should  be  released  in  October. 

Five  of  these  coins  will  be  released  for  the  next  10  years,  with  a 
possibly  of  six  more  the  next  year. 

We  hope  you  all  start  collecting  this  set
